Lee Killian asked McGrath 
to have a drink, which the witness 
‘Bays he refused, but took a cigar. He 
described the loud and boisterous con- 
duct of the Killlans. 

McGrath said that Willlams was 
geaied on the settee south of the mantel- 
piece, while Killian, pointing at him, 
told the witness that he would come 
into his saloon oftener if that “‘little 
bold headed —— —— was not hanging 
around all the time.’’ McGrath coupled 
with this statement the command of 
Killian to his brother Don to pick Wil- 
Mams’ eyes from his head and stamp 
them on the floor if he ever wanted to 
come into his office again.

AT HIS HOME IN ILLINOIS 


Stricken With Convulsions Sunday 
He Has Been Unconscious 


Ever Since.

(Buck) Hinrichsen,° Secretary of State 


under Gov. John P. Altgeld, is dying at 
his home in Alexander near here. He 
was stricken with convulsions Sunday 
night and soon sank into unconscious- 
ness, from which he has not emerged. 
He seemed to be resting somewhat easier 
this morning, but no hope is held out 
for his recovery. 

Mr. Hinrichson has been in poor 
health for some time. For months he 
has been feeble and unable to attend 
to his affairs. Dr. W. C. Manley, who 
is attending him, says recovery is prac- 
tically impossible. 

Mr. Hinrichsen is well-known through- 
out the State and particularly so in 
Southern Illinois. He has been a prom- 
inent figure in Democratic politics in 
this. State for many.years and has a 
wide circle of personal and political 
friends. He was Congressman from this 
district for a term and then was elected 
Siccretary of State on the Altgeld ticket. 

After his term of office had expired 
he kept up his interest in politics and 
took an active part in all the cam- 
paigns of his party. During the Bryan 
campaigns he was stationed at the 
headquarters of the Deffocratic Na- 
tional Committee in Chicago and did an 
immense amount of literary work in 
furtherance of the interests of his 
leader. 

in recent years he devoted much of 
his time to writing stories of a political 
trend for various newspapers and lit- 
erary syndicates.

Genetti has several times told Post-Dis- 
patch reporters and officers that on the 
Saturday night before the explosion, he 
had slept at the house of Joe Zadra and 
in the early hours Sunday had fallen 
into a creek on his way back to the 
Pellegrini home. 

Mrs. Pellegrini testified that Genettl 
had come home at 6 a. m. Sunday and 
that he explained the mud on his clothes 
by saying that he had been fishing in 
Edwardsville. 

John Genetti, cousin of the dead man 
and of the prisoner, told of the quar- 
rel between the two. He said that it 
was because of the refusal of Kate to 
marry Joseph after their engagement 
and the belief of Joseph that his cous- 
in August had caused his flance to 
change her mind. 

Explains Death Trap. 

Fred C. Hauck, general mine superin- 
tendent of the Consolidated Coal Co., 
told of the finding of the pistol near the 
exploded tool box. He described the in- 
terior of the box and explained how the 
infernal machine was rigged up by 
means of an eyelet and nail. 

Walter Rutledge, State Mine Inspector, 
gave substantially the same testimony. 

Chief of Police Blake of Collinsville 
told of giving a pocketbook to Joseph 
Genetti in Jail, which was found in the 
mine near the scene of the explosion. 
‘He said it was his pocketbook,” said 
the witness, ‘‘but when I told him where 
it had been found, he said it was not his 
after all, but very similar in appear- 
ance.”’

“I realize that this pure food depart- 
ment has a great future and I hope in 
time to enable the public to receive 
what they ask for.”’ 

The Commissioner believes that in or- 
der to enforce the law that the people 
must be awakened to the danger to 
which they a their children are sub- 
jected by the ‘doctored’ products 
which are placed upon the market. 
Right-minded ‘manufacturers and mer- 
chants, he says, will voluntarily com- 
ply with the requirements of the law 
for pure food which was enacted by 
the last Missouri Assembly. It became 
effective June 14, but a clause in it 
practically allowed until July 1 before 
it should be in force.

WOULD REDUCE RATES 





Report Comments on Commerce | 
Revival and Pleads for 
Improvements. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SIOUX CITY, Io., July 12.—Announc- 
ing his firm belief that the Missouri 
river can be made a valuable waterway 
and thus reduce the freight rates in the 
Northwest, Capt. E. H. Shultz, engineer 
in charge of Missouri River improve- 
ments, with headquarters here, has just 
sent his report to Brigadier-General 
Mackenzie, chief of U. S Government 
engineers, : 

Capt. Shultz asks for $1,600,000. Last 
year Congress appropriated only $100,000, 
after a hard fight. The report is for 
the year closing June 30. The Captain 
says: 

“The Missouri River is at present re- 
ceiving very serious attention and a 
renaissance of commercial activity is 
impending. During the present week, 
two boats will be placed in commission 
between Kansas City and St. Louis anu 
later on two others will follow. 

Freight Rate Reduction. 

“The territory tributary to the Mis- 
souri is immense and thickly populated, 
and the time is not far distant when # 
must take some of the burdens of trans- 
portation, not only on account of con- 
gestion, but to reduce the freight rates. 

“Should these considerations be fol- 
lowed and systematic improvement of 
the river by snagging, regulation work 
and  revetting, be determined, the 
amount that can profitably be expend- 
ed on improvements for 1909 will be 
$1,000,000, between the mouth and Sioux 
City, and $250,000 between Sioux City 
and Fort Benton.” 

In addition to these sums, Capt. Shultz 
asks for $250,000 to maintain the im- 
provemments between the month and 
Sioux City and $100,000 for similar work 
above here. He says further: 

Revival of Cemmerce, 

“The river.formerly carried an ac- 
tive commerce, which has been entirely 
diverted to other channels. This com- 
merce now shows healthy signs of re- 
viving.”’ 

There has been expended on the fickle 
Missouri up to now, $11,991,045.28. ‘‘The 
result of these expenditures has been 
to demonstrate the possibility of regu- 
lating the river in such manner as to 
make it navigable for a channel of 
commerce, though the cost would 
be great,’’ says Capt. Shultz. 

In 1897, freight carried on steamers on 
the river, between the mouth and Sioux 
City, amounted to 341,029 tons, and in 
1906 to 573,348 tons. Above this point, 
the tonnage for corresponding years 
wae 13,961 tons and 43,987 tons.

St. Louis Legislators May’ Make 
Three Appointments Each and 
Plead for Applicants. 


St. Louis members of the Missouri 
Legislature wish to hear from St. Louis 
youths who desire to be enrolled next 
year as students of the State Uni- 
versity at Columbia. Each of the six- 
teen St.. Louis legislators may recom- 
mend three cadets. 

There is no charge attached to uni- 
versity membership, but applications 
must come through the various legisla- 
tive representatives, unless the list al- 
lotted to the latter should not be filled, 
in which event any person properly 
qualified may be enrolled. 

Graduates of the high schools are not 
required to take the regular entrance 
examination. The legislators have un- 
til Aug. 1 to submit their recommenda- 
tions.

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WANTS $800,000 
FOR MORE WATER 


Commissioner Adkins Begins Prep- 
arations to Meet the Grow- 
ing Demand. 








The heavy demand made on the water- 
works last week when the daily con- 
sumption averaged 90,000,000 gallons, or 
within 20,000,000 gallons of the maximum 
operating capacity, has prompted Water 
Commissioner Adkins to begin prepara- 
tions for increasing the city’s facilities 
at Bissell’s Point. 

As soon as plans can be drawn ordi- 
nances appropriating $600,000 for the im- 
provements will be drafted and sent to 


the Municipal Assembly. 


When that work is started Commis-_ 
sioner Adkins will turn his attention to 
restoring the old primary pumping sta- 
tion at Bissell’s Point and to increasing 
the capacity of the Compton Heights 
reservoir, which now holds about 6,- 
000,000 gallons. 

To Meet New Requirements, 

The improvements are made necessary 
by the present large consumption of 
water, following the growth of popula- 
tion, and to meet the requirements of 
the territory south of Chippewa street 
and west of Grand avenue. 

The new station et Bissell’s Point will 
be equipped with three engines of a 


capacity of 20,000,000 gallons each, daily. 
No. 2 house will be supplied with eight 


or ten new boilers, at a cost of $35,000 to 
$40,000, and will be kept in condition for 
emergencies. 

If the station for pumping water from 
the river at Bissell’s Point is again put 
in operation, the cost will be about $250,- 
000. 

The present maximum capacity of the 
city waterworks, with all pumps going, 
is 160,0w,000 gallons, but that figure 
could not be maintained because of the 
liability of accidents to engines and ma- 
chinery.

NEW YORK, July 12.—A daring at- 
tempt to hold up and rob a freight 
train on the Pennsylvania Railroad at 
Rahway, N. J., yesterday was frus- 
trated by Engineer William R. Law- 
rence.

German Editor Denies He Meant to 
Suggest Assassination as 
Remedy for Lid. 





WORDS MISINTERPRETED 


Waechter Said Reformers Should 
Be Sent Hence and Critic Feared 
Folk Was Meant. 


Joseph Waltenberger, editor of the St. 
,Louls County Waechter, published at 
Clayton, is angry because two edito- 
raiz which recently appeared in his 
paper, separated by the cilstomary dash, 
have been welded into one by a hostile 
critic. The merging of the two has 
jmade the editor appear as an advocate 
\of assassination, as a remedy for Gov. 
Folk’s lid. 

Both the editorials were in German. 
The first was, according to the editor’s 
English translation: “The next thing 
Czar Joseph Folk will order us all to 
do will be to wear muzzles on Sunday.” 

Tyrants Referred To. 

This was followed in the column by 
the second editorial, which the editor 
translated: “The people of Russia are 
far ahead of those that are downtrod- 
den in Missouri, for tyrants there are 
Sent to the underworld with Knallef- 
| fekt.”’ The last word, Waltenberger 
says, has no exact English equivalent, 
but means a destructive force of any 
sort, 

At about the time these were printed, 
Editor Waltenberger sent a bill for 
some printing to a minister Hving in 
Manchester. He says he has not re- 
ceived the amount of the bill, but that 
he has received a letter condemning him 
for the two editorials, which the writer 
combines into one. He has also learned 
that the minister has sent a transla- 
tion of the merged editorials to Jeffer- 
son City, whence it has been sent out 
as indicating a possible plot against 
Gov. Folk. Complaint has also been 
made to the postal authorities, the edi- 
tor is informed. 

Despises Assassination, 

“tT am a native American,” said the 
editor to a Post-Dispatch reporter Fri- 
day, “and I despise anarchy and assasi- 
nation. It is not fair to assume that 
I had Gov. Folk in mind in writing the 
second editorial. I might have had 
any source of oppression in mind. It 
was not a wise utterance, I now realize, 
but it had no such meaning as has been 
attached to it.’”’

Joliet Sergeant Climbs Porch 
and Overpowers Fren- 
zied Occupant.

JOLIET, Ill, July 12.—From 6 o’clock 


Wednesday evening until 3 o’clock yes- 
terday morning Miss Katherine Stevens, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. W. W. Ste- 
vens, kept the particular section of the 
Seventh Ward in which she resides on 
the anxious seat and defied a detail of 
rolice commanded by Chief McMasters 
and Sergt. Scully. 

With the doors and windows barricad- 
ed en the lower floor of the Stevens 
residence on Richards street, a thor- 


oughfare in the most fashionable sec- 
tion of the city, she made the night 
hideous with her screams, and it was 
not undl Sergt. Scully, braving the 
woman’s threats to kill, climbed the 
columns of the front porch and forced 
his way into the house that she was 
rendered powerless to injure oerself or 
those near her. 

She was removed to police headquar- 
ters in a buggy and it required the com- 
bined efforta of Chief McMasters and 
Sergt. Scully to restrain her. Persons 
residing along the route traversed by 
the rig were aroused Dy her shrieks and 
cries of murder. 


Refuses to Dress. 

Clad in her night clothing, the only ar- 
ticle of apparel she wore, the wornan 
is being held pending further develop- 
ments. She occupies a cell in the worm- 
an’s department and, although fur- 
nished with proper clothing obtained 
from neighbors, refuses to dress. Her 
case puzzles the authorities. 

W. W. Stevens, her father, accompa- 
nied by two sisters, is in Springficld, 
N. H., attending a reunion of old set- 
tlers. Mrs. Stevens is in California. 
They have been communicated with by 
wire, and it is expected they will at 
once return and take charge of the 
young woman. 

Stevens is an old resident of this 
community and is prominent. He is the 
official historian of Will County, of 
which this city is the seat, and recently 
published a complete history in two 
volumes. Mrs. Stevens is a leading 
club woman. 


Sensational Marriage. 

Miss Stevens has figured in a number 
of sensations in the past several years. 
Joplin citizens have not yet forgotten 
her marriage to Henry Ross, a restau- 
rant cook. Before the matter was final- 
ly hushed it had developed a scandal 
that was far-reaching. The Rosses did 
not live togcther and he disappeared a 
few days after the wedding. He has not 
been heard from since. 

When discovered last night, she stood 
at one of the upstairs windows scream- 
ing and calling for help, although she 
refused to permit eny one to enter the 
house. Later, she climbed to the roof 
and was seen pacing back and forth, 
armed with a revolver. With this she 
threatened to shoot any one who ap- 
proached. 

At midnigit the young woman was 
still in possession of the house and rav- 
ing, and it was not until three hours 
Jjater that Sergeant Scully forced his 
way into the place. 

When questioned, Miss 
claimed to have been hypnotized.

PACKERS IN COMPROMISE 


“Sealed Package System” of Buy- 
ing Cattle is Adopted at 
Meeting. 


«(RY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

CHICAGO, July 12.—The “sealed 
package system’’ of buying cattle at 
the Chicago stockyards was adopted 
as a compromise at the meeting be- 
tween the representatives of the Chi- 
cago Livestock Exchange and packers. 
Negotiations have been pending for 
weeks between the commission men and 
the packers, but no agreement could 
be reached on any other basis. The 
packers held out for a system of pur- 
chasing cattle at the yards whereby 
stock found to be infected with certain 
diseases could be rejected after the 
purchase. 

The commission men maintained that 


such a system was unfair and gave the 
packers an undue advantage over the 
cattle owners and commission men. Un- 
der the agreement the packing house 
buyers will make purchases at their 
own risk. They will be given the right 
to examination, but once selections 
have been made and prices agreed upon 
the sale will be regarded as completed 
and any subsequent losses will fall upon 
the purchasers.

MUST NOT HANDLE. TRUST- 
MADE ARTICLES IN TEXAS 


Drastic Anti-Combine Law Goes 
Into Effect Today in Lone 
Star State. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dfspatch. 

AUSTIN,, Tex., July 12.—The most 
drastic anti- trust act enacted in any 
State goes into effect in Texas today. 
It provides, in substance, that any per- 
son who represents es -gent or sells 
goods made by a trust or combine shall 
be deemed guilty of a felony and upon 
trial and conviction shall be punished 
by confinement in the Penitentiary from 
two to ten years. 

Its provisions apply to all merchants 
who sell trust-made goocs and all per- 
sons who may be directly in the employ 
of such concerns in this State. 

It is announced by Attorney-General 
R. V. Davidson and his assistant, J. P. 
Lightfoot, that they intend to enforce 
the law to the letter. The bill was 
drawn by Mr. Lightfoot and his par- 
ticular object was to use it as an in- 
strument to drive every trust and un- 
lawful combination out of Texas. 

Merchants do not care to run the risk 
of a term of imprisonment for seliing 
such goods and many of them have al- 
ready taken steps to quit handling such 
articles.

Evans is an advertising man in Fort 
Worth. He has: known Mrs. Ritter 
for two or three years and when her 
husband died she telephoned him and 
asked him to join her in Galveston to 


look after her affairs during the trou- 
ble.

Says Europe Backs Japan, 
Which Could Occupy 
Pacific Slope. 





Capt. Richmond Pearson Hobson, who 


a year ago professed to see a war cloud 
on the horizon, passed through St. Louis 


Friday and told reporters at Union Sta- 
tion that he thinks sending the fleet to 
the Pacific will be the best thing ever 
done by President Roosevelt, but it 
wouldn’t surprise him if Japan, eager 


on this as adequate. 

“Japan has been preparing for war 
for several years,” said he. “We have 
been asleep for severa! years. 

“The first step taken by Japan was to 
negotiate a treaty of alliance, offenrive 
and defensiv«, with Great Britain. Jt is 
folly to immagine -that- the real pur- 
pose of this was to keep Russia in 


check. Russia is prostrate. It is also 
folly to immagine that the purpose was 
to keep any other European nation in 
check. 

“Japan has also negotiated tronties 
with other European nations that have 
commercial ambitions in tha fur Bast, 
treaties which practically du away with 
the open door in China and subdivide 
it into spheres of influence. 

“Japan is prevailing upon other Eu- 
ropean nations to make common cause 
against America and elimifate her be- 
fore the Panama Canal is completed. 


Could Take Pacific Slope. 


“liniess we have a fleet in the Fa- 
cific Japan could land enough troops in 
three weeks to take the Facific slope. 
l don’t think they’ could hold it, out it 
would take us three vears to organize 
and send enough troops overland to 
cope with them. 

“They could take and hold Alaska und 
the Aleutian Islands along with other 
island possesion in the Precific. They 
have already invaded Hawaii with 40,000 
men in the guise of workmen. In the 
event of war it would be only necessary 
to land arms for these men and there 
would be a Japanese army there. 

“Japan has been strengthening her 
fleet. she could have a million men in 
arms in a short time. 

‘Should war be declared the British 
Government is bound by solemn treaty 
to join Japan. That Government would 
at once mooilize its fleet and this would 
prevent any attempt to send our fleet 
out of the Ati. ntic and leave Japan with 
a free hand in the Orient. Even if 
British public opinion should be so 
strongly set agaliist abiding by the 
treaty that we could prudently send our 
fleet out of the Atlantic, it would be 
practically impossible for it to reach 
the far East, as we have no port there, 
no harbor and no docks. 

“Japan has latd an international foun- 
dation and, appreciating our weakness, 
seeks a pretext for war because it is 
difficult for her to get foreign loans 
without the excuse of war.

JURY ACQUITS 
MAS, BOWIE IN 
VE MINUTES 





Promise to Marry Her 
Daughter. 





SON ALSO IS SET FREE 





Wronged Girl in Tragic Voice 
Told Her Story to the - 
Jury. 





(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
LA PLATA, Md., July 12.—In five min- 
utes after retiring a verdict of acquittal 
was returned by the jury in the case of 
Mrs. Bowie and her son, who -were tried 
for the murder of Hubert Posey. 

Priscilla Bowie, the young woman 
on whose account her mother and 
brother killed Hubert Posey, her cou- 
sin, by shooting, last January, went 
on the ,stand and in a voice broken 
by sobs\told the story of the events 
leading up to the tragedy. 

When she had finished her narrative 
she was on the verge of collapse, and 
many of the spectators who crowded 
the courtroom were in tears. 

Mrs. Bowie preceded her daughter in 
the witness chair, and without hesi- 
tancy declared that she and her son 
fired the shots, cne of which ended 
Posey’s life. She Knew young Posey 
for a long time, she said, because he was 
a cousin of her cl.icren. 

She said: ‘“‘He had been going regu- 
larly with my daughter for four years, 
and when she was 17 years old he asked 
her to marry him when he became 21 
years old.’ 

Mrs. Bowie declared she heard Posey 
himself make the promise. That was 
after her daughter's condition had been 
revealed to the mother, and last 
Thanksgiving day was the time set for 
the wedding, but Posey did not appear. 
The witness then told the story of 
the meeting with Posey on the day of 
the shooting. 

Hag Promised to Wed Her. 

“We went up the road to meet him 
and talk to him,” she said, “and to ad- 
vise him to come and marry ‘Sis.’ ”’ 

She related how she first pleaded with 
Posey to repair the wrong he had done 
her daughter even offering to pay all 
the expenses, her son adding that if 
ne wanted to leave his sister afterwards 
she could get a divorce, but that he 
must marry her. Posey admitted that 
he had offerec to marry her, the mother 
declared, but: said that he did not want 
to get married. 

“T told hin:” Mrs. Bowie went on, 
“that if he did not marry my daugnter 
I would shoot him. He said he was 
rot going to marry her.and I shot. 
Before I shot him I. had him by the 
coat, but he jerked away from me, and 
was running away when I fired.’’ 

A number of letters said to have been 
written by young Posey were introduced 
as testimony, in which it was shown 
that he had declared his intention of 
making the Bowie girl his wife. 

Henry Bowie, the other defendant, 
was called to testify when his mother 
had finished. He admitted as readily 
as she did that he fired one of the shots 
that ended Posey’s life. 

Brother Admits Shooting. 

“Fe ruined my sister,”” he said, “and 
my mother and I shot him because he 
promised to marry her and he would 
not do it.” 

The statement was objected to by the 
State, and during @ brief argument 
which followed Priscilla Bowle, who was 
seated in a doorway of the room, hold- 
ing her infant, cried out: 

“He did; he promised to marry me.’ 

Prisciila Bowle followed her brother 
as a witness. 

At first she appeared to be composed 
and she told the Court in a clear tone 
that she is 21 years old. 

“Did you know Bert Posey?’ inquired 
Attorney Posey of defendant's counsel. 

“Tt did,” she said; “knew him all my 


life.” 

“Where

There was a pause and the girl began 
to weep. 

‘‘Fle’s dead,” 
now.”’ 

For a brief space of time Mr. Posey 
asked no more questions, but the girl

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THE CRIME OF JINGOISM. 

Minoza Arakawa, Japanese Minister to Mexico, 
says: “Talk of war between the United States 
and Japan is worse than foolish.” 

Kieroku Tsuzuki, who is representing the Japa- 
nese Government at The Hague conference, says: 
“Of all the countries in the world, the United 
States is the very last Japan seeks any trouble 
with.” “We could scarcely believe our eyes,” 
when they read the first accounts of this American 
jingo demonstration. 

Admiral Yamamoto, now in New York, empha- 
sized the peaceful intentions of the Japanese Gov- 
ernment while delivering this timely warning to 
the gjngo press of both countries: 

“J want to impress on the editors of newspa- 
pers that they cannot be too careful with what 
they write about the two countries. I want to 
impreas on them that they must understand the 
con@ifons of the two countries thoroughly before 
they write. There are many sensational newspa- 
pers 2a both America and Japan and it is pity 
that they do not understand conditions before 
they attempt to write.” 

The Tokio Hochi has had to retract an alleged 
interview with Admiral Sakamoto representing 
that the crews of American warships would de- 
sert rather than fight against Japanese. The 
War Department denies that a single pound of 
Cardiff coal has been ordered. 

The State Department at Washington denies 
the London Telegraph’s false report that the 
Japanese had sent categorical notes to Washing- 
ton threatening to act against California if the 
United States were not able to control that State. 

It is officially de.sted from Tokio that there 
is any intention of vecalling the Marquis Aoki, 
Japanese Ambassador at Washington, and the 
Ambassador says: “There is not the slightest 
cause for anxiety in American-Japanese rela- 
tions.” 

Thus one fake after another is disposed of, and 
responsible Japanese statesmen continue to make 
plain the fact that war with the United States 
is one of the things furthest from their thoughts. 

This does not daunt our own jingo press, how- 
ever. The Fluffy Ruffles editor of the esteemed 
New York Herald is calling attention to the con- 
dition of Corea as proof that “Corea has lost her 
national independence because she neglected to 
arm herself for its defense” and that this ‘“‘is 
the moral that all nations should note for their 
guidance and preservation.’”’ Doubtless there are 
Fluffy Ruffles strategists in Japan who are point- 
ing to the American protectorate over Cuba as 
proof that Japan must ponder this moral for her 
own “guidance and preservation.” 

The limit of the ridiculous hzs been reached 
when jingoism must turn to Corea as a warn- 
ing to the United States. The play shifts at 
once from tragedy to farce-comedy. 

Thanks to the steadiness of responsible Jap- 
anese statesmen and the sanity of the greater part 
of the American newspapers, the bubble of jin- 
goism has been effectually pricked. Nothing 
could have been in better spirit than the Ameri- 
can and Japanese speeches at the luncheon to 
Admiral Yamamoto. 

Yet one thing remains to be done. That is for 
President Roosevelt to prove to Japan and all 
the world that the Government of the United 
States played no intentional part in this jingo 
demonstration. Mr. Roosevelt can do this by 
rescinding the order for the Pacific cruise. This 
may cost him and the administration the services 
of the effulgent Metcalf, but this is a loss the na- 
tion can bear philosophically. 

By rescinding the battleship order and send- 
ing the fleet somewhere else, Mr. Roosevelt can- 
not only smother what is left of the jingo pro- 
paganda, but he can prevent its revival. If he 
does not rescind the order there is sure to be 
another outburst when the San Francisco hooli- 
gans draw new inspiration for international mis- 
chief from the presence of the fleet. 

In that event, the real responsibility for new 
outrages a rest upop Mr. Roosevelt himself.

Over Rough Road on Hawaiian 
Island and Up a Steep Hill

“They’ve got runners, Kanaka men, 





down in the Hawaiian Islands, that I'd 
be willing to gamble everything I own 
could make these fellows that compete 
in the Marathon race at the Olympian 
games look like aluminum milk tickete,” 
said a chief petty officer in the navy, 
who knows most of the Pacific islands 
pretty well. “TI hit the Hawaiian 
Islands for the first time when I was a 
’prentice, and I saw one of those Kana- 
ka hot-footers beat a lot of mighty lim- 
ber horses in a 30-mile run.

“This was in 1£83, when Dave FKala- 
kaua, as the old timers around Hono- 
lulu call him yet, was King of the 
islands. At that time there were no 
telephones joining the islands, and State 
messages and mandates were carried 
from island to island by the inter- 
island steamers, and rushed into the in- 
terior by these Kanaka runners. 

“These Kanaka runners could, and 
some of them can still, lope all day and 
all night long, like American Indians 
on the trail in the fighting days of the 
red men, and the King’s messengers 
didn’t know what getting tired o> wind- 
ed meant. 

“King Kalakaua thought a lot of 
these state runners of his. He always 
stuck to it that they could go faster 
and farther than horses over the rough 
Hawalian country. 

King Wagers $1090 on Man, 

“In this he was disputed by a num- 
ber of the white attaches of his court. 
Kalakaua wagered $1000 with these 
white courtiers that he could pick out 
a runner from cmong his Kanakas 
who’d get from Hilo to the Burning 
Lake of Kilauea, a distance of nearly 
thirty miles, quicker than any horse 
and rider could do the trip. They 
snapped the King up on this proposi- 
tion at even money. 

“It looked to mostly every white man 
down there as if they had the better 
of it in that bet with the King. The 
King and a big party from Honolulu 


isatled in one of the interisliand boats 


to Hilo, the main island of Hawali, to 


sea the race, 

“The King picked out a huge, sinewy 
Kanaka, a man about 30, who had been 
employed as a state runner at La- 
haina, on the Island of Maul, for a num- 
ber of years, to essay the task of beat- 
ing the horses for him. Eight Kanakas 
made the start on horseback on native 
ponies, bred from American cayuses— 
strong, sure-footed, nippy little devils, 
thoroughly used to tne bad lava roads 
and the climbing. 

“The King and his party had gone up 
to the Volcano House, at the top of Kil- 
auea, in coaches on the day before to 
see the fi,nish of the race and to be on 





hand to greet the winner. I was among 
a party of man-o’-wer’s men from one 
of our old wooden pacxs in the harbor 
of Hilo to make the ride up to Kilauea 
soon after the King’s ascent to see the 
finish. 

Up a Mountain Side. 


‘The road from Hilo up to the crater 


of Kilauea has been greatly improved 


| 


since that time, but it sure was the bad 


| trail then. It was only wide enough for 
‘one wagon and it was a climb of about 
35 degrees all the way. 

“The trees that lined the road used to 
‘get blown across the trail in big wind- 


_storms, and the coach drivers counted it

Kanakn Overtakes Horses. 

“He stooped down there to a spring 
beside the road and took just a couple 
of mouthfuls of water.

FORT SCOTT, Kan., July 12.—Not 
content with taking the testimony of 
Witnesses, members of the Kansas Siate 
®oard of Railway Commissioners are 
Pow 2rnducting in person a thorough 
Investigation of the charges filed against 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad Co. by 
Officers of the Trackmen’s Union, 4al- 
leging rotted ties and unsafe condtiion 
of tracks. 

This investigation has been in prog- 
fess during the last 10 days, and will 
Continue until all the principal Missouri 
Pacific lines in the State have been ex- 
amined in detail. 

During the last four days the com- 
missioners, accompanied by members 
of the union and by representatives of 
the company, have been working slowly 
eastward on the Colorado main tine 
from the western boundary of the State. 

On one 36-mile stretch of track the 
Commissioners found a majority of 
anglebars at rail joints broken, with 
many others defective, and with prac- 
tically all angiebar bolts loosened. 
Rails were found to be badly worn 
and ties badly ratted, permitting 
Spikes to be removed with the fingers. 

On that portion of the line extend- 
ing from McCracken to Hoisington, a 
distance of 45 miles, all trains are 
now run under “slow orders,” their 
Speed not exceeding 10 miles per 

ur; at some points 5 miles per hour

HELD IN PENNSYLVANIA 
FOR DOUBLE MURDER HERE 


Joe Toths, Arrested in McKeesport, 
Accused of Shooting in 
East St. Louis. 


An East St. Louis policeman will leave 
Friday for McKeesport, Pa., to bring 
back Joe Toths, arrested there Thurs- 
day. Toths was held for the grand 
jury without bond by the Coroner on 
the charge of being implicated in the 
murder of Andy Kurilla and Steve 
Stubinski on the night of July 4 He 
had escaped immediately after the 
shooting. 

Andy Hunyan, arrested on the night 
the men were killed, was also held by 
the Coroner’s jury without bond and is 
in Jail at Belleville. Hunyan denied at 
the inquest he fired the shots, but ad- 
mitted he was with Toths, and said 
Toths shot the men. 

The killing of Stubinski and Kurilla 
followed a quarrel in a saloon at Twen- 
ty-second street and Kansas avenue. 
When Kurilla and Stubinski left the 
saloon they were followed by Hunyan 
and Toths. The shooting occurred two 
blocks from the saloon and Kurilla’s 
body was found an hour later. Stub- 
inski died in St. Mary’s Hospital the 
next day, after declaring Hunyan shot 
him.

WHEAT CLOSED 


SLIGHTLY HIGHE 


Prices Moved in Fair Range, but 
Trading Was Light and 
News Scarce. 


LIVERPOOL CABLES WEAK 





Threshing Returns Better—North- 
western Weather Good, but 
Damage Reports Continue. 





The local wheat market was unsettled 
and rather nervous Friday and after 
some fair fluctuations prices: closed 
slightly higher for the day. 

Liverpool cables closed 1%d to 1%d 
lower, Berlin wheat %c to %e higher, 
Budapest wheat 1%c higher, and Ant- 
werp wheat %c lower to %c higher. The 
Paris cables were delayed. Argentine 
shipments of wheat were 1,392,000 bu, 
against 1,376,000 bu last week, and 1,2 
000 bu a year ago. 

The local market was quiet. Trading 
was on a small scale, and the interest in 
the market being comparatively small, 
prices moved rather slowly. 

The sharply lower cables, and the 
more bearish tone to the threshing re- 
ports from the Southwest, it being now 
apparent that the yield of winter wheat 
will be much larger than anyone an- 
ticipated, caused some heavy selling at 
the start. Lack of storage room is agi- 
tating the Chicago grain crowd, as the 
new winter wheat is coming into the 
market now, and stocks are already 
much larger than the average at this 
time of the year. Receivers there are 
reluctant to buy fresh wheat, as they 
have a large supply of old red winter 
wheat on hand now, and this caused 
some depression in the Chicago future 
market, which was reflected here. The 
selling was not particularly heavy, but 
the demand was poor, and prices de- 
clined about a cent. 

The weather in Germany is very un- 
favorable and the prospects there poor, 
and the firmness of Berlin in the face 
of yesterday’s sharp break here caused 
some strength in the markets of this 
country. Sensational damage reports 
from the Northwest were received, but 
attracted little attention. Some of the 
messages stated that in some fields the 
wheat cannot be distinguished from 
weeds, and stories of uneven growth and 
green bugs were plentiful. All cor- 
respondents agreed that even if the 


present fine weather continues only a 
lair crop can be raised, but the buying 
power was small, and no radical ad- 
vances were made. Ufferings let up, 
however, and when short covering be- 
came general prices ranged back to a 
level with ‘Lnursday’s close. 

September wheat opened at a range 
of from %c to %c lower at 90%c to 
904¢, declined to 89%c, and recov- 
ered to 90%c. December wheat 
Opened 4c lower at 9¢%c, declined to 
Y3tec, and recovered to 94%c. The late 
trading was quiet, though prices 
moved nervously in the small range. 
A break of about a half cent was 
followed by a full recovery and slight 
advance, and prices fluctuated quite 
rapidly in a range of about %c. Sep- 
tember wheat declined to 90%c, ad- 
vanced to $1%@ec, sagged to 90%c, 
and closed 1-l6c higher for the day 
at 90% @¥1lc bid, December wheat 
sagged to $4c, advanced to 94%c, and 
closed at 94%c 

The cash wheat market was very 
dull, and prices were easier, Primary 
receipts of wheat were 440,812 bu, 
against 921,174 bu last year, and 
shipments were 223,830 bu, against 
243,000 bu last year, Local receipts 
were 61,012 bu, against 230,679 bu last 
year, and shipments were 10,975 bu. 
Clearances of wheat and flour were 
3,364,000 bu. 

Corn was rather narrow and trad- 
ing was light. The movement con- 
tinues vere light, and the shipping 
demand is backward. The weather is 
quite favorable for corn and the plant 
is daily becoming in better — ac- 
cording to latest reports. cables 
closed 4d lower on corn. Argentine 
corn shipments were _1.755,000 bu, 
against 1,490,000 bu last week, and 3,- 
201,000 bu a year ago. 

There was considerable liquidation in 
corn at the start, both here and at Chi- 
cago, but the shorts covered late in the 
day and July Dror tn. after opening sec 
lower at 52% advanced to 53%4@53%c 
and closed So higher for the day at 

%c bid. December corn opened ‘4c 
lower at 50%c, was offered down to 50%%c 
and closed with bids at 50%c bid. 

There was a good demand for cash 
corn, but offering swere heavy, and 
yalues easier.
